kind, Some orgunisms,'and certainly their 
pores, will live in alcohol of nenrly 75 percent, 
rength, which is connberably overthostrength 
ns of, most spirits consumed. The common 
; alcoholic strength of whisky is about 40 per 
cent ot brands 42 per cent, and of rum not’ 
" sually more than f0 per cent. 
. « Even supposing, therefore, that these spirits 
are.consumed. “neat” no ‘security from germ 
. Hife would necessarily be gained, ‘It is quite 
certain that microbes can live and thrive in the 
ordinary mixed drink ‘of whisky-and-water, the 
average amount of alcohol inia tumblerful of 
whisky-and-water, in: the proportion usually 
‘ adopted, being not more than 10 or 11 percent. 
Bacteriological investigations have shown that 
most germs are not affected by'aliquid contain- 


. {nga2percent.of alchol, whilst their correspond: | 


ing spores are unharmed in 83 per cent, alcohol. 
Alcoholic drinks therefore cannotberegarded as 
effectual destroyers of microbe life, and, further, 
.. bacteria after a time seem to get accustomed to 
alcoholand to become proof againstany antisep- 
tic action that it originally may have possessed,’ 
But whisky is often mixed with mincral or 
aerated water, and in this case there is ‘another 
factor to deal with—namely, carbonic acid. gas. 
There is no. déubt that carbonic acid gas dis- 
solved under pressure in water has a marked 
antiseptic action, for acrated waters have been’ 
found in many cases to be sterile. Lt would 
appear, however, that the germicidal action of 
the gas is slow, and thus the natural mineral 
waters in which the yas has been in very. long 
contact with the’ water are more likely to be 
germ-free than freshly:and. artificially impreg- 
nated waters, [t is ‘probable that it is not 
carbonic acid yas that is per se destructive to 
rms, but, the ‘definite compotind which, it: 
forms.with the water—namely, true carbonic 
-acids are germicides, and in many respects 
water which is highly charged with carbonic 
acid gas behaves 5a mineral acid. The high- 
ly resistant anthrax. bacillus and its spore are

. GERMAN LIPE-SAVING. 
APPARATUS, 
A new life-saving apparatus (says a ‘writer in 


the Scientific American), is being introduced 
into Germany. It consists of a buoy:of globv- 


lar form and carrying’ from two to four life; 


belts,, and supporta, a long, cylinder of 
sheet. tin. having | twelve compartments 
filled with carbide of calcium, These com: 
artments are armnged at different elevations, 
When the apparatus .s thrown into the sea, the 
| water passes through perforations.in the bottom 
of the cylinder, and, coming in contact with the 
carbide, generates acetylene gas, Each compitt- 
ment is connected witha burner by Apipe, valves 
preventing ‘the escape of gas except through 
the burner, ‘When the volume of gas decréases, 
hydrostatic pressure opensthe valves and allows 
water to penetfate into the next’compartment to’ 
enerate an additional ‘supply of gas. : The gas | 
\ fs lighted electrically, and ignition takes place 
about, twenty-five seconds ‘after the buoy is, 
thrown inte the sea, The light produced is equal 
to 1g0 candle-power, and the flame is protected 
from the wind by plass and burns steadily with 
great intensity for ‘three or four hours, | It 
requires only a few minutes to clenn and refill 
_’ the apparatus. ots
